1. Page 10, lines 21, 24, "an incident title angle of about 3 C-»7 C" should be - an incident 
title angle of about 3 to 7 degrees - 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. Claims 1-8 "said silicon nitride protection layer" should be - said conformal silicon 
nitride protection layer- because it lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

Claim 5, "a title angle of about 3^4" should be - a title angle of about 3 to 7 degrees ~
